AN ACT to amend chapter 491 of the general laws of 1885, entitled

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

Amended, SectioN 1. Section 14 of chapter 491 of the general
laws of 1865, entitled ““an act to confer jurisdiction on
the county court of Outagamie county,” is hereby
amended so as toread asfollows: “Section 14. There
shall be held at the county seat of the said Outagamie
county, four terms of said court in exch year, viz: on
the first Monday of April, the first Monday of July,
the first Monday of October and the fourth Monday of
December in each year.”

Thid. SectioN 2. Section 20 of said chapter 491 is hereby
amended so as to read as follows: “Section 20. The
said county judge shall receive a salary of five hundred
dollars per annum, to be paid quarterly out of the
county treasury.”

SectioN 3. So much of chapter 491 of the general
laws of 1866 [1865] as conflicts with the provisions of
this act is hereby repealed.

SecTioN 4.° 'This act shall take effect from and after
its passage. |
